STRANGE SEA TREASURE, 


Ambergris Is One of the Most Prized 
Products of the Deep. 

A piece of ambergris estimated to 
be worth about $150,000, recently 
brought into Victoria, B.C., was de- 
clared to be one of the Jargest 
masses of this strange sea treasure 
ever found. 

Because of its great value, the in- 
frequency with which it is found and 
the mystery which long existed as to 
{ts origin ambergris from the carliest 
times has been regarded as one of the 
most prized products of the deep. It 
is a solid, fatty, inflammable sub- 
stance, generally of a gull gray or 
blackish color, and possessing after 
exposure to the air a peculiarly 
sweet, earthy odor. Ambergris is now 
known to be a morbid secretion form- 
ed in the intestines of the sperm 
whale, but for centuries it was var- 
lously believed to be the solidified 
foam of the sea, fungoid marine 
growth, gum which exuded from the 
trees and flowed into the ocean, or 
bye-product of bird life, 

Ambergris occurs in lumps of'var- 
jous shapes and sizes from half an 
ounce to 150 pounds or more, When 
first taken from the whale it throws 
off a very offensive odor, This grad- 
ually gives way to a subile aroma, 
said by some writers faintly to sug- 
gest that of honey, Although its a!- 
most sole use to-day is the making 
of perfumery, #mbergris was for cen- 
turles highly esteemed as a medicine 
for certain diseases, and it was long 
used in the sacred rites of the church 
and in connection with fragrant 
gums burned in ihe apartments of 
royalty. 

All seafaring ‘men are constantly 
On the lookout for ambergris, yet 
many whaling skippers in fifty years 
of experience have never come across 
a quarter ounce of the substance The 
amount of ambergris produced annu- 
ally from all sources varies greatly, 
scarcely any being found in some 
years, while in others a single chunk 
worth $100,000 and more may be 
brought in by some fortunate vessel. 

What is undoubtedly the most val- 
uable lot ever secured up to recent 
date was a mass of 162 pounds ob- 
tained in 1891, and was finally sold in 
London for about $50,000. For trade 
refsons details as to its finding and 
marketing were tong veiled in deep- 
est secrecy. One of the most valu- 
able pieces of ambergris ever received 
in America was taken in 1894 from 
a whale near the Cape Verde Islands, 
It welghed 109 pounds and sold for 
about $26,000, the best parts bring- 
ing $250 a pound,

ANTARCTIC FORESTS. 


The Frigid South Pole Once Burned 
Under a Tropical Sun. 

Probably the most interesting of the 
Scott antarctic expedition specimens 
which have just been-placed in the 
Natural History museum at South 
Kensington, are the few pieces of coal 
fuund by Captain Scott's party in 
latitude 85 degrees, in the middle ot 
the frozen plateau that stretches from 
King Edward's Land way beyond the 
south pole, 

‘The coal was found by Commande! 
Evins among tbe little bundle of

St. Paul's was built in the year 
that Wolfe took Quebec.

liver, wagon. Railway offices and 
hotel ‘buses, newsboys and lumbering 
drays are doing their bost to make 
the “Grand Parade’ 'a dart of med- 
ern everyday Canada, But St. Paul's 
(twice enlarged since 1769) hangs on 
religiously to he romantic side of 
life and history. It has been de- 
scribed as a London church of the 
18th century. It has at present a 
very sober-hued congregucion of 
plain working folk, few of whom 
wear even top hats, But it has stuck 
as yiously to what made St. Paul's 
historically great as any of the cathee 
drals of England that stabled Crom- 
well's horses, It has a perfect arch- 
acological collection of relics, There 
are brass plates and memorial tablets, 
sculptures by Chantry and Gibson; 
communion plate that came from her 
Majesty Queen Anne, to wit — twe 
flagons, height 13 inches (Anne);

Three Wise Monkeys 

Jittle clay models of the  thiee 
Wise monkeyy are quite common in 
‘the new world though the idea comes 
\from Japan, They sit in a row, the 
first with his bands over his mouth, 
the second with his eyes covered, and 
|the third with his hand over his ears. 
The moral they teach is: 

“Speak no evil, see no evil, hear no 
evil.” 

Sometimes they are described as 
“Three Wise monkeys with their eyes 
shut to evil, ears that hear only the 
right, lips that are dumb to scandal. 
They sit in their silent might.” 

In Japan the monkey is called Ko- 
;S8hin, meaning a deification of that 
|day of the month which corresponds 
jto the fifty-seventh term of the Chin- 
ese sexagenary cycie, whicl. is known 
{to the Japanese as Ka-no-esarv, The 
fitty-seventh day is known as the day 
of the monkey, and is represented by 
three monkeys, called respectively 
“wi-zurawa,” “kikagzura,”’ and “‘lwa- 
zaru,” meaning the bling monkey, the 
deaf monkey, and the dumb monkey. 

There is a very beautiful represen- 
tation of this deity in the Temple at 
Nikko, lying northward of Japan, right 
amongst the mountains. Many are 
the natives who pay homage to these 
strange animals. In fact, representa- 
|tions of the monkeys carved in stone 
slabs are amongst the most usual ob- 


jects of devotion in the more rural 
districts of Japan,

COLLAPSIBLE AIRSHIP 


Dirigible Used as Scout May Readily 
be Taken Apart for Trasport 

A dirigible which may be readtly 
taken apart, with a short transported 
gondola capable of being easily trans- 
ported by rail or road, has undergone 
successful tests by the French govern- 
ment, and will be used a scout 
cruiser in the aerial navy of that coun- 
try. It is equipped with a horizon- 
tal propeller by which it may be low- 
ered withi reach of the landing crew 
without the use of g ide ropes. Ver- 
; tical descents have been made from as 
Igreat a heig’t as 1,000 feet by this 
means and the number of men re- 
quired to operate the car is thus re- 
duced considerably. Two vertical pro- 
\pellers besides the borozontal one art 
provided, and two ?0 horse power en- 
gines drive the dirigible at a speed of 
about 40 miles av hour. When taken 
apart, the dirigible is loaded upon 
two trucks, each hauled by a tractor, 
Later models will so constructed 
so it is said, that the gondola will 
take the place of one tractor. The 
gas bag has a capacity of about 230,000 
cubic feet.

Photographic E llets 


If a photograph of a spreading bul- 


let could be teken the print would pro- 
bably show a space like a body of wa- 
ter marked bugs, each having a rip- 
ple in its wake, Photographs of pro- 
jectiles have been snapped in time of 
peace, but it is doubtful if the camera 
ever caught one as it sped on its mis- 
sion of death. A bullet speeding at 
the rate of 3000 feet a second, which 


is more than 500t miies an hour, makes | 


a great disturbance in the atmcesphere 
and creates air waves, which of course 
are invisible to the naked eye. 

If you draw a stick through the wa- 
ter it cause little eddies and waves 
to trail behind it. The faster you 
draw the stick the more waves and 
the wider the angle will it leave. The 
slower the stick is drawn the fewer 
waves. Just so the bullet. If it 1s 
travelling slowly no waves can be 
photographed as apparently there are 
none, It is only objects travelling at 
a terrific speed that create any appre- 
clable air waves. 

Photographs of a bullet going at a 
rate of speed less than 1200 feet a 
second show no air waves at all. This 
is an interesting scientific discovery. 
But anything cutting through the air 
at a greater rate than this disturbs 
the atmosphere to such great extent 
that air waves are formed and can \e 
photographed.

Houses Built Without Nails 

In Alberta there is a village of 
houses Which have been constructed 
without nails. As a matter of fact, 
little or no hardware of any charact- 
er has entered into their construction. 
These houses have been built by Ruth- 
enian immigrants and their architect- 
ure fs quite novel. Their first attempt 
at house building are usually of the 
kind they had been accustomed to over 
in Europe, and their buildings are of 
the typical Ruthenian style—log, pitch- 
roofed, thatched and wide in the 
eaves. In many cases these build- 
ings are put up without a dollar's 
worth of hardware. Even the door, an 
affalr of slender twigs woven and 
laced together, swings on home-made 
hinges and is latched with a wooden 
hasp. The floor is of hewn logs, un- 
nailed. The roof, as the favorite Rus- 
sian roof always is, is a wonderful 
fabric of poles and cross-woven wheat 
straw 10 inches thick, packed tight 
and solid, and laid with such care 
that it Will stand the weather for 
20 years.

Little clay models of the three 
wise monkey: are quito common ia 
the new world though the idea comes 
from Japan. They sit in a row, the 
first with his hands over his mouth, 
the second with his eyes covered, and 
the third with his hand over his ears.

“Speak no evil, see no evil, hear no 
evil.”

“Three Wise monkeys with their eyes 
shut to evil, ears that hear only the 
right, lips that are dumb to scandal.

In Japan the monkey is called Ko- 
shin, meaning a deification of that 
day of the month which corresponds 
to the fifty-seventh term of the Chin- 
ese sexagenary cycie, whicl is known 
to the Japanese as Ka-no-esaru, The 
fifty-seventh day is known as the day 
of the monkey, and is represented by 
three monkeys, called respectively
